Playing with fire resulted seriously 
this morning a t the home 
of 
Mrs. 
Rose McKenrick, on Chambersburg 
street, when her little granddaughter. 
Helen Robinson, was terribly burned 
about the chest and abdomen. 
It 
is 
feared that she may 
have 
inhaled 
some of the flame and her recovery is 
a matter of grave concern. 
This morning Helen and her 
sis­ 
ter, Jean, were in the second story’ of 
the residence and neighbors living on 
the opposite side of the 
street 
tell 
that they saw the little girls throw­ 
ing a lighted candle back 
and forth. 
Either from this candle, 
or from 
a 
match which was used to 
light 
it 
when the flame would be blown out, 
little Helen’s light 
clothing 
caught 
fire and the blaze spread quickly. 
Both children screamed and 
other 
members of the family tried to 
put 
out the fire and final'y succeeded, but 
not before the unfortunate child had 
been very seriously burned. A physi­ 
cian was summoned and 
did 
every­ 
thing possible to relieve her sufferings 
which are severe. 
The little girl, aged six years, is a 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
C harles 
Robinson, 
who 
recently moved 
to 
Waynesboro. 
The 
work there was 
rather 
severe 
for 
Mr. 
Robinson’s 
health and, upon the advice of a phy­

Meeting 
at Bangor Produces Second 
Fatality. 


BLAME LIQUOR AGITATION

The Nicholson-Hemminger evange­

duced their second suicide.

turbed on account of Rev. Mr. Nichol­ 
son’s vigorous denunciation of the li­ 
quor business and the evils he attri­ 
buted to it, according to the following 
news dispatch from the 
Northamp­ 
ton County town.

Several weeks ago, Caleb Sander- 
cock, the leader of the revival chor­ 
us, took his life with carbolic 
acid, 
during a fit of melancholy brought on, 
it was claimed at the time, by over­ 
work in his business. 
It 
was later 
charged at Bangor that this suicide 
was due to the effects of the r e v iv a l. 
The charges w’ere so persistent 
that 
Mr. Nicholson dealt with them in one 
of his discourses, saying in effect that 
it was better to lose one’s mind over 
religion than over forms of sin.

ADAMS COUNTY 
FRIENDS PLEAD 


Want Board of Pardons to Save 
the Lives of Two Con­ 
demned Youths. 


COMMITTEE 
MUKES 
TRIP 


One Sees Governor and Others Visit 
Capitol on Day of Hearing. No De­ 


cision is Announced. 


Adams County Friends took an ac­ 
tive part in endeavoring 
to 
secure 
commutation of 
sentence 
for 
tw’o 
youths whose cases were heard by the 
Board of Pardons in Harrisburg 
on 
Wednesday. 
Recently at their regular 
meeting 
at Menallen the Friends took action 
looking toward such 
endeavor 
and 
this week Rev. Isaac Wilson, of Big- 
lerville, interviewed Governor Brum­ 
baugh in an effort to secure clemency. 
He was told that, until 
the 
pardon 
board acted, he would not interfere. 
When the case came before that body 
on Wednesday William C. Tyson and 
C. A rthur Griest, representing Adams 
County Friends, went to Harrisburg 
to urge what influence they could in 
behalf of the boys, Henry Wan! Met­ 
ter, aged 17, and Ernest Haines, aged 
18. 
The Board of Pardons listened for 
three hours to pleas for the youths 
and then announced th at they w’ould 
hold the case under advisement. 
It 
has attracted State-wide attention. 
Hundreds of petitions 
and 
letters 
asking for leniency, because 
of 
the 
youth of the murderers, were in the 
hands of the members of tho 
board. 
One of these was signed 
by 
United 
States Senator Oliver and every mem­ 
ber of the Pennsylvania delegation 
in congress, thirty-six in all. 
Lieute­ 
nant Governor McClain intimated dur­ 
ing the hearing that 
petitions have 
little weight with the board. 
The lieutenant governor at the end 
of the argument said th at if the ma­ 
jority of the people of the state want 
the law relative to capital punishment 
for murderers changed 
they 
should 
act through the legislature. 
Because 
of the w’ide publicity given these cas­ 
es, he said, he had received numerous 
letters, “some supplicatory, some ad­ 
visory, some impertinent and some in­ 
timidating,” but 
all 
were of 
such 
tenor, he said, that they had led him 
to believe that some people had tho 
idea th at trial by jury had been abol­ 
ished and trial by individuals substi­ 
tuted. He added that as capital pun­ 
ishment w’as in the law of the com­ 
monwealth it was not for members of 
the board to flout it. 
Raymond E. Brown, of Brookville, 
appeared as counsel for Mottem, and 
William L. McCracken and 
William 
T. Darr, for Haines. They all declared 
the sentiment in Jefferson county was 
unanimously in favor of commuting 
the death sentence. 
R ep o r ts of several 
alienists 
were 
read and these showed th at Mottem 
was a youth of low mentality w’ho 
lacked moral training in his younger 
days.

Danes will Miss their Treat 
from here. 


FIVE OTHER NATIONS TOO 


Have been Accustomed for W ars to 


Receive Adams County Fruit for 


Holiday Gift. 
No Shipments. 


People in eight European countries, 
who for years have received 
Adams 
County’s 
finest 
boxed 
apples 
for 
Christmas presents, will this Decem­ 
ber In* without the luscious fruit to 
grace their tables and 
delight their 
palates. 
Ever since tin* l*»xed apple became 
popular as one of the most acceptable 
Christmas gifts the fine Adams Coun­ 
ty fruit has been sent all 
over this 
country. 
Annually its popularity has 
increased, and into 
many states the 
perfect fruit carefully wrapped, pack­ 
ed, and boxed, has gone taking good 
wishes from the senders and earning 
a warm welcome from the recipient. 
As an indication of the way this pop­ 
ularity has grow’n it 
is stated that 
on** firm on Wednesday 
shipped 
no 
less than IOO such boxes, while every’ 
day this week other shipments 
have 
gone forward. 
Believing that people abroad would 
like the apple just as much as those 
at home, many in foreign 
countries 
received the boxed fruit as Christmas 
presents. 
One 
resident 
of 
Paris, 
France, 
secured 
twenty 
to 
thirty 
boxes of Adams County apples every’ 
year to distribute to his friends. The 
fruit went as far into Europe as Pe- 
trograd, Russia, and other countries 
which received the Christinas 
boxes 
were Germany, Italy, Austria, Eng­ 
land, Denmark, and Spain. 
On account of shipping conditions 
this form of Christmas gift for 
for­ 
eign export has been given up 
this 
season but it wdl doubtless 
Im 
re­ 
sumed when the war ceases. 
No further losses of Adams Coun­ 
ty fruit through submarine activities 
have lieen reported and the two ships 
that went down with some thousands 
of barrels were the only ones known 
to have had apples on them from this 
county. 
The market for the 
fruit 
was very brisk in England and some 
real money was made on the other 
side. 
At Liverpool, Adams County’s York 
Imperials sold 
as 
high as $10.50 a 
barred wholesale; and it is known that 
one block of 8000 barrels 
of 
Yorks 
brought $8.50 a barrel this year. 
The danger of loss through the ac­ 
tivity of the U-boats made the dealers 
directly concerned put heavy 
insur­ 
ance on their fruit and in some cases 
good returns were secured 
in 
this 
way, while in others 
the 
insurance 
was based only on the selling price 
here and all the large profit, 
which 
would have been received had the boat 
reached its destination, was lost.

DASHED INTO A 
BLAZING CHURCH 


Young Minister Leads Congre­ 
gation in Saving Furnish­ 
ings of Structure. 


LEFT SEMINARY IN JUNE 


Had been in Charge only Short Time 
when Disastrous Fire Swept away 
I inc Brick Edifice. 


Leading his parishioners into 
the 
blazing St. Peter’s Lutheran church 
at Highspire early Wednesday morn­ 
ing, Rev. Ernest L. Pee, a 
graduate 
of both college and seminary 
here, 
succeeded, with their help, in saving 
much of the furnishings of the build­ 
ing. The structure itself was 
totally 
destroyed, 
The fire, which is l>elieved to have 
been of 
incendiary’ 
origin, 
entirely 
consumed not only the church but a 
two-and-a-half story frame 
dwelling 
adjoining and slightly damages! 
an­ 
other. 
The total loss is 
placed 
at 
$12,000, and the congregation carried 
$5500 insurance. 
St. Peter’s Lutheran church, erodes! 
in 1901, was a brick structure, with a 
small frame building attached to the 
r«*ur, which was used by the infant 
department of the Sunday School. 
The chemical engine of the High­ 
spire fire company was not 
able 
to 
handle the* blaze and companies 
were* 
summoned 
from 
Harrisburg and 
Steelton. 
These arrived 
about 
five 
o’clock. 
Shortly after 
six 
o’clock 
it was 
found that the big church was doomed 
and then Rev. Ernest L. Pee, who was 
ordained pastor of this congrc*gation 
two we*eks ago, summoned a small 
numl>er of his parishioners and per­ 
sonally supervising the work tho lit­ 
tle band worked heroically to 
save 
the* movable furniture in the 
church 
building. 
Dodging falling sparks from the in­ 
terior of the roof, the members clung 
to the job until all the chairs, pulpit 
furniture, organ and piano and even 
some of the shorter pew* were carried 
to the parsonage lawn across the al­ 
ley from the burning 
building. 
The 
work stopped when the interior 
of 
the church became a 
seething 
fur­ 
nace. 
The blaze started on the outside of 
the dwelling which was later burned. 
It originated in a 
box 
of 
kindling 
kept on the rear porch in which had 
been placed rags and waste, saturated 
with oil, and spread rapidly once it 
had got a start. 
Rev. Mr. Pee 
has 
many 
friends 
here. He was graduated from the col­ 
lege in 1913 and from the 
seminary 
this past June.

The general delivery window’ 
will 
be open from noon to throe 
o’clock 
Sunday afternoon to receive parcels 
for outgoing mails. Persons who reg­ 
ularly get their mail at the 
general 
delivery window can secure it at that 
time, if they wish. 
The city carriers’ window’ will 
Ik* 
open from noon to three o’clock when 
town patrons of the office 
can 
get 
their mail, regularly carried 
by the 
postmen. 
All parcels will be deliver­ 
ed Sunday by the parcel post carrier 
who will In* on duty all day. 
The rural carriers’ window will be 
open from noon to three o’clock 
for 
patrons of the routes and they can get 
all classes of mail. 
It is believed this 
w’ill Ik* a great convenience to coun­ 
tryfolk who come to town for church 
( services and can stop a t the office on 
their way home. 
The service given in this way will 
be a great convenience to all concern­ 
ed and prevent a general 
congestion 
on Christmas morning, it is thought.

TAKEN BY DEATH 


Grangers* Picnic Man Falls Vic­ 
tim to Ravages of Pleuro 
Pneumonia. 


After an illness of ten days with 
pleuro-pneumonia, Robert IL Thomas. 
Jr., 
widely 
know’n 
among 
Adams 
County residents, died at his residence 
in Mechanicsburg on Wednesday even­ 
ing at 8:30 in-lock. 
For the past few 
days his illness was regarded as crit­ 
ical and physicians entertained little 
hope for his 
recovery. 
Ile was 56 
years old. 
Mr. Thomas was manager of 
the 
Thomas Printing House, having suc­ 
ceeded his father as head of the busi­ 
ness when 
the 
latter died 
several 
years ago. 
He was 
also 
connected 
with a number of other industries of 
Mechanicsburg, and was prominently 
identified with the Grangers’ picnic 
association, which meets every year 
at Williams’ Grove. He was vice pres­ 
ident of the D. Wilcox Manufacturing 
company and a stockholder in 
the 
Mechanicsburg Cemetery association. 
The late Mr. Thomas was once Are 
chief of the borough and a member 
of the school board. He was a thirty- 
second degree Mason, a member 
of 
the Knights 
of 
Pythias, 
Sons 
of 
America, the Junior Order American 
Mechanics and the Hook and Ladder 
Fire company. He was also president 
of the Business Men’s league and a 
member of the Methodist church. 
Besides his wife ami mother, 
Mr. 
Thomas is survived by these children. 
Francis Edward, Estelle and Thomas, 
at home, and 
Robert Thomas 3d. 
A 
sister also survives him. 
Mr. Thomas entered 
the

Plan Proposed Whereby Floods Can Be 
prevented 
and 
Excess 
W aters 
Made of Benefit to the Com­ 
munities of Pennsylvania. 


The 
aim 
of those 
interested 
in 
river regulation in Pennsylvania is 
to obtain the fullest possible use of 
the w aters of the state. 
The pri 
m ary object is to prevent the dam ­ 
age caused by floods, but in this 
connection the waste of a valuable 
supply of w ater Is apparent.. 
The 
next legislature is to be asked to 
take some definite step looking to­ 
ward the complete utilization of Hie 
state's w ater resources, to turn them 
into the asset N ature intended them 
to he and to stop all waste and dam ­ 
age. 
It is known that there is an aver­ 
age of some seventy million-million 
j cubic feet of water running off to the 
I sea from the surface of the United 
States 
annually. 
Tile 
possibilities 
j of beneficial use of this vast supply 
are 
iSfflcult to more than vaguely 
conceive. 
Complete utilization of all 
tho value in water is, of course, im ­ 
practicable and there are those will 
scout at the idea of even attem pting 
the attainm ent of so vast an ideal. 
Yet some believe that the problem 
is just this—a complete inventory of 
w ater resources, a consideration of 
the various uses to which every unit 
can be put, and of the relative value 
to tho community of each, and the 
adoption of a complete and consist­ 
ent policy of development for every 
stream from source to mouth. 
Co-Operation Is Needed. 
To obtain stream control and all 
that goes therew ith for the good of 
all, co-operation of the national, state 
and 
local 
governments 
is 
needed 
In Pennsylvania the opportunity is 
at hand for the next legislature to 
take the initiative in bringing about 
this cooperation. T hat stream control 
is feasible and practicable has been 
amply proved by the exhaustive stud 
I les my de into this subject in the 
western part of the state 
A volun­ 
tary commission in the city of Pitts­ 
burgh engaged in till* work for the 
purpose 
of 
"suggesting 
a 
plan or 
plans by which some practical means 
may be had to protect the city from 
floods." and it was first believed that 
the problem should be treated entirely 
from a local stand point. 
It soon he 
I came evident, however, th at tile prob* 
J lem could not be considered only in its

aspect,

only suitable solution would be that 
; which secured ut the lowest possible 
j cost the greatest possible total bene­ 
fit of all kinds for the greatest num ­ 
ber of people throughout the Ohio 
valley.

Possibly there are some cities and 
localities when aroused on the ques­ 
tion, which have a tendency to treat 
the problem of flood prevention or 
protection as a local m atter, but it
